CONFERENCE IN COLORADO SPRINGS 
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Washing (on. A regular confe- 
rence of the NATO Nuclear 
Planning Group Is taking place 
in Colorado Springs (Colorado 
State). It is being attended by 
the defence ministers of 13 
NATO countries. No agenda has 
been announced, but as follows 
from reports that hove trickled 
Info the press, Washington In- 
tends to use the conference for 
the further coordination of the 
bloc's military efforts and inten- 
sification or its militaristic pre- 
parations. Observers specifically 
point out that the meeting at 
Colorado Springs will again dla- 
iubs and specify Washington's 
plans, Imposed on Its European 
partners, for deploying new 
American nuclear missiles on 
thetr territory, US Defense Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger will 


also lnlgini his West European 
colleagues on Ihe progress or the 
Soviel-Amcrtcan Genova talks 
ou the limitation of medium- 
range nuclear missile means. It 
Is said In the press that prac- 
tically no progress was made at 
these talks, which have been 
postponed until mid-May be- 
cause of Ihe stand taken by the 
tfuited Stales which demands 
what amounts to unilateral dis- 
armament from the Soviet 
Union. 

The American administration 
which has already demonstrated 
I (B reluclanca to approach the 
arms control problem in a con- 
structive manner, Is reportedly 
making efforts to pressure Us 
NATO partners into supporting 
Its position.

Managua. In El Salvador, tho

By involving troops from 
Chile, Paraguay, Honduras and 
some other countries In this 
shameful act of aggression, 
Washington hopes to conceal its 
own role as organizer.

Kup- 
idienko'i first part, an extremal v dllftcull one In 
every respect, not only marks the beginning °* 
her acting career, bill also of her theme tu art 
—that of love with a capital L In the name ot 
which the heroines played by Kupchenko suffer, 
give up their security, aud Boinet trues even 
sacrificing themselves. Different in chsrader and 
background, standing even centuries apart, they 
are linked nonetheless by spiritual Integrity, bv 
their search for an Ideal, end by the passion and 
sincerity of their feelings. 

When playing Liza, Turgenev's tender, de- 
licate and vulnerable heroine (one of the most

There ie no rebelliousness or 
anxiety In Lira as played by Kupchenko, only 
tranquility. The tranquility of a person who has 
made her choice. 

Kupchenko al9o played Sonya In the film ver- 
sion of the Chekhov play "Uncle Vanya". Hard- 
working and kindly, she gives her youth, her 
abilities and her (oner strength to other people 
because she Is unable to live in any other way, 
because some people think more about others 
than themselves. Though Sonya Is unlucky In 
love she la the happiest member ol Use house- 
hold. 

Princess Trubetskaya, the wile of the De- 
cembrist Sergei Trubetskoi who was exiled to 
Siberia tor taking part in the Decembrist upris- 
ing oi 1628, Is another ot Irina Kupchenko's 
heroines. Only a few facts about Ihe life of Ibis 
extraordinary women aro known: she followed 
her husband lo the Nerchinsk mine, experienced 
terrible sufferings and died In Siberia. Tor tho 
urlress it was Important to understand what 
made (lie princess give up high society, her re- 
latives and triends. Was It love, matrimonial 
duly, or the call ol conscience? Kupchenko de- 
cided Ihls question as follows: "Prince Trubet- 
skoi's strong spirit and tho force ot fits couvlc- 
llon could uot but rouse Ills wife's admtrullon. 
And so she placed her duty lo Ihe man she 
loved and to whom she had linked her fate 
above all else." 

Whether Ihe actress plays heroines of egos 
long past, wllh Ihe ability for strong and pas- 
sionate feelings, or contemporary heroines, they 
all strive for happiness, they are strong, clever 
and noble. They fully deserve this happiness, but 
how difficult was their road to It. And Irina Kup- 
chenko leads (hem along (his road of losses and 
acquisitions of belief and hope.
